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SUNDAY IS BLOWDOWN 
DAY' FOR OLD BUS STATION 

HOUSES AND BUSINESSES WILL BE EVACUATED DURING DEMOLITION 

Residents and workers will 
be evacuated from their prop¬ 
erties this Sunday while the 
former Greyfriars bus station 
is demolished. 

People will be asked to move 
out of the area from 8 am, with 
temporary shelter being pro¬ 
vided at the nearby Park Inn 
hotel, in Silver Street. 

Roads in the vicinity will al¬ 
so be closed to traffic and, as 
a result, the borough council 
has stressed there will be no 
safe vantage point for people 
to watch the building come 
down. 

More than 2,200 explo¬ 
sives will be used to ‘implode’ 
the building, but no time has 
yet been announced for its 
demolition. 

It is hoped it will be during 
the morning as many town 
centre shops will be closed 
until the work has been com¬ 
pleted and the area is made 
safe for people to return.

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Stolen and dumped 
Yorkie put down

A nine-inch tall dog that was 
stolen in a burglary at a North¬ 
ampton home, was dumped 
and had to be put down after it 
suffered severe exposure. 

Sami, a rare 13-year-old ‘tea¬ 
cup Yorkie’ was taken from a 
house in Goldings after a sev¬ 
en-point uPVC door was lev¬ 
ered open by burglars. 

Although jewellery boxes 
were left open and electrical 
equipment was clearly on dis¬ 
play, the only thing found to be 
missing was Sami. 

Its owners, Gemma Young, 
and daughter, Brooke, aged 
three, heard the following 
evening that after being found 
in a seriously ill condition 
three miles away, Sami had 
been taken to a vet. 

Since the burglary, it had 
lost its collar and, with an 
out-of-date microchip and 
therefore no means of iden¬ 
tification, the vet had already 
put Sami to sleep. 

Brooke’s grandmother, 
Sandie King, said: “They feel 
awful that their dog has had to 
be put down in this way. 

“I can’t believe that any¬ 
body would burgle a house 
and take a beloved pet, yet 
leave other valuables just ly¬ 
ing there. 

“At first I thought she may 
have just run out the open 
door, but when they found 
her near Blackthorn, with her 
collar removed, it seems likely 
she was stolen.” 

Mini or ‘teacup’ Yorkshire 
terriers are highly-prized for 
their small size and Sami was 
bought for about £1,000 in 
2001. 

Breeding from teacup 
Yorkies is lucrative and, al¬ 
though Sami was too old to 
have puppies, the size of the 
breed means a layman could 
easily mistake an older dog for 
a younger one. 


Northamptonshire Police 
said they were investigating 
the burglary and were work¬ 
ing on the assumption that 
Sami was stolen by those who 
broke into the house. 

Mrs King said: “ It’s horri¬ 
ble to think that Sami was left 


outside in what for her would 
have been extremely cold con¬ 
ditions. 

“The vet said Sami had 
been having fitsbecause of 
the exposure she had suf¬ 
fered during the time she was 
missing. 


“What she went through 
must have been terrible. 
These burglars have no 
hearts.”

Mun hunted after attack on cat 


A MAN who punched, swung 
and bit a cat in a horrific attack 
outside Northampton Railway 
Station is being hunted by po¬ 
lice. 

The man, who is described 
as being aged in his 50s with 
long grey or dark hair, was 
seen attacking the cat in St 
Andrew’s Road, behind the 
station, shortly before 8pm 
on Monday. 


A police spokesman said 
officers were called out to 
the scene after two calls from 
members of the public. 

However, neither the man, 
who was wearing a black leath¬ 
er jacket and jeans, or the cat 
could be found. 

A woman, who saw the at¬ 
tack as she drove past the 
station, said it was the most 
“disturbing thing she had ev¬ 


er seen”. She said: “I witnessed 
the man beat, swing, bite and 
lie on top of a cat. 

“I was beeping and flashing 
and screaming out of the win¬ 
dow. I was scared to get out. 

“I called the police, I was 
hysterical, and they already 
had a police car on its way. 

“God knows how long he’d 
been doing it to the cat before 
I saw him, but the poor cat was 


lifeless when I saw it and that 
will haunt me for the rest of 
my life.”

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Families face school 


Hundreds of Northampton¬ 
shire children go to school in 
clothes that are dirty or do not 
fit, because of the high cost 
of school uniforms, the Chil¬ 
dren’s Society has said. 

A report by the charity, re¬ 
vealed families were spending 
an average of £251 a year for 
each child at a state primary 
school and £316 for a child at 
a state secondary. 

Across Northamptonshire, 
parents are spending an esti¬ 
mated £26.4m ayear on school 
uniforms and accessories. 

The Children’s Society said 
much of the high cost was be¬ 
cause of school uniform poli¬ 
cies that made parents buy 
specific items of clothing and 
accessories from specialist 
shops, rather than allowing 
them to buy cheaper from su¬ 
permarkets. 

Lily Caprani, director of 
policy and strategy for The 
Children’s Society, said par¬ 
ents were fed up with paying 
the costs of “stringent and pre¬ 
scriptive” school uniform re¬ 
quirements 

She said: “They are digging 
ever deeper into their pockets 
to pay for book bags and blaz¬ 


ers when what they really 
want is for their children to 
receive a good education and 
a good start in life. 

“We know that children 
whose parents cannot afford 
the cost of specialist uniforms 
face punishment and bullying 
for not having exactly the right 
clothes or kit. 

“It’s time for the Govern¬ 
ment to introduce legally 
binding rules to stop schools 
from making parents pay over 
the odds for items available 
only at specialist shops.” 

The report followed an 
in-depth investigation into 
the hidden costs of schools 
- including uniform costs - 
by the Children’s Commis¬ 
sion on Poverty, a panel of 
young people from across Eng¬ 
land. 

It found these costs were 
not only affecting family fi¬ 
nances, but also harming the 
wellbeing of the poorest chil¬ 
dren. 

One parent told research¬ 
ers the cost of school uni¬ 
form was “a constant source 
of anxiety”, adding: “I am not 
ashamed of being poor but I al¬ 
ways want my children to look 
as well cared-for as others.

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Allotments across Northamptonshire have been targeted by thieves 

Thieves target 
allotments 


Gardeners are looking for 
answers after a spate of 
thefts across Northampton¬ 
shire has cost plot-holders up 
to £50,000 in lost equipment. 
The thefts, including four in 
Northampton, one in Moulton 
and one near Kettering, have 
all taken place over the last 
few weeks and have resulted 
in broken locks and fences, as 
well as the theft of electrical 
garden equipment. 

More than £10,000 of ma¬ 
chines were stolen during a re¬ 
cent burglary at allotments in 
Parklands, in Northampton. 

Mike Potter, chairman 
of the Parklands Associa¬ 
tion, and owner of an allot¬ 
ment there for 15 years,said: 
“A quantity of petrol-pow¬ 
ered machinery was stolen, 
including rotovators, strim- 
mers, lawnmowers, general 
tools and cash, amounting to 
about £10,000 in value. 


“In our case, a segment of 
picket fence more than two 
metres high was removed in 
order to gain entry and three 
metal containers and a shed 
were forced into with heavy- 
duty bolt cutters. 

The 71-year-old grand¬ 
father added that other al¬ 
lotments had also suffered 
damage during recent thefts. 

He said: “It is plain to the 
victims that an organised gang 
is responsible.” 

Mr Potter added: “This has 
had a huge impact, especial¬ 
ly for older plot-holders who 
struggle to do the work with¬ 
out that equipment. 

“But the police are treat¬ 
ing it as low-level and only 
contacted us after we wrote 
to complain. 

“All they said was that they 
were conducting a “covert 
operation”.” 

Last week, Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police released an 


appeal for witnesses with in¬ 
formation about a “spate” of 
allotment burglaries in the 
county. 

It reported four incidents 
last month, including Coppice 
Drive, in Parklands between 
6pm on Thursday, February 19 
and 3pm on Friday, February 
20; in Billing Road overnight 
between Monday, February 
23 and Tuesday, February 
24; at Pleasant Row in Wood¬ 
ford, near Kettering, between 
Wednesday, February 4 and 
Saturday, February 14; and 
another in Boughton Road in 
Moulton overnight between 
Tuesday, February 10 and 
Wednesday, February 11. 

Officers are also reminding 
people to be mindful of anyone 
selling second hand tools or 
gardening items in unusual 
circumstances and to report 
anything suspicious to police 
by calling 101 or Crimestop- 
pers on 0800 555111.

Litter from cars is a major issue 

Warning of fines 
for car litter louts 


A CAMPAIGN to tackle the 
blight of litter thrown from 
vehicles in Northamptonshire 
will urge offenders ‘Don’t be 
a Tosser’ or face being fined. 

The powerful play on slang 
words has been chosen as this 
spring’s anti-litter message by 
the Northamptonshire Waste 
Partnership, which is made 
up of local authorities coun¬ 
tywide. 

The campaign warns mo¬ 
torists they could be fined £75 


or more if they are seen toss¬ 
ing litter out of their vehicle. 

Posters have been put up 
along main roads, at petrol sta¬ 
tions and fast food outlets, as 
well as on buses, bin lorries, 
council vehicles and messages 
on social media sites. 

Every year, councils in 
the county spend a total of 
£4.5million cleaning streets, 
emptying litter bins, clear¬ 
ing fly tipping and picking up 
rubbish. Car litter is one of 


the biggest problems and fast 
food outlets on stretches of the 
county’s main trunk roads will 
also be targeted. 

The ‘Don’t be a Tosser’ 
campaign will be running in 
Corby, Daventry District, East 
Northamptonshire, Kettering, 
South Northamptonshire and 
Wellingborough. 

It will not be running in 
Northampton, as the bor¬ 
ough council does not agree 
with the title.

Historic brew back 
for boor festival 



The special Victorian version of Phipps IPA will be on sale at the beer festi¬ 
val in May. 


For the first time in more than 
100 years a member of the 
Phipps family has been brew¬ 
ing hands-on in Northampton. 

As reported in the Chron pre¬ 
viously, Phipps NBC hasjoined 
forces with the Northampton¬ 
shire branch of CAMRA to run 
the Delapre Beer Festival this 
year. 

To mark the event the com- 
pany is brewing a Victorian 
version of their well-known 
India Pale Ale and chairman 
Jeremy Phipps has personally 
brewed the beer, following in 
the footsteps of his illustrious 
forbears. 

This style of beer was devel¬ 
oped to stand the long jour¬ 
ney from England to India via 
the Cape of Good Hope, which 
could take up to six months 
by ship before the Suez canal 
opened. 

It was found that a strong 
golden ale with plenty of hops 
arrived in a better condition 
than weaker ales. 


To celebrate the opening 
of their improved brewery in 
Bridge Street in 1868, they pro¬ 
duced a Grand East India Pale 
Ale as a special premium beer. 
This sold in small amounts un¬ 
til the First World War when 
all brewers were urged to re¬ 
duce the strength of their 
beers. 

The weaker IPA, at 4.3 
percent, became a favourite 
among boot and shoe workers 
in the town. Now, Phipps has 
decided to bring back the orig¬ 


inal version of their India Pale 
Ale, at an East India strength 
of seven per cent. 

The beer has been brewed 
from the original Kings Well 
water source deep under the 
Albion Brewery, off Bridge 
Street, with all ingredients or¬ 
ganic and English, just as they 
were in Pickering Phipps’ day. 

The brew will be matured 
in oak hogshead barrels in the 
Albion cellar until the Delapre 
Beer Festival, which is being 
held on May 28-30.

Wilder ready for exciting run- 


Boss Chris looking forward to final 11 games as Cobblers eye play-offs

Chris Wilder believes the Cob¬ 
blers will enjoy an ‘exciting and 
interesting’ conclusion to the 
season as the campaign reach¬ 
es its final two months. 

Town have 11 games left to 
play and are 10th in Sky Bet 
League Two, five points off 
the play-off places and with 
back-to-back home games 
against Tranmere Rovers 
and Carlisle United next on 
the schedule. 

Wilder’s squad has started

key players like (Chris) Hack- 
ett and Marc Richards. 

“If we’d have gone un¬ 
der at Plymouth that would 
have disappointed us but we 
kept fighting and made sure 
they had to work hard to beat 
us. We pushed them all the 
way. 

“I think it bodes well for the 
rest of the season and it’s going 
to be an exciting and interest¬ 
ing last 11 games.” 

Wilder has signed James 
Gray on loan from Accring¬ 
ton to help cover Richards’ 
absence but he is also hopeful 
of an enhanced contribution 
from Billy Bodin, who played 
for half an hour at Plymouth 
and will get some fitness¬ 
boosting minutes in a prac¬ 
tice match this week. 

“I think we saw on Saturday 
a little cameo performance of 
what he can give us and he 
wifi play in a reserve game on 
Tuesday,” Wilder said. 

“He floats about in good ar¬ 
eas, he suits the way we want 
to play and he’s a goal threat 
as well. 

“He hasn’t played any 
football for a long time so to 
perform the way he did at 
Plymouth on Saturday in a dif¬ 
ficult game was pleasing for 
us.”
